In ninny re- 
spects tliiu fair offshoot of the BonapartCH 
afforded a parallel to Cleopatra, who, 
Mrs. Jameson nays, was bewitching to 
the last bccauso oho exercised tho sor- 
cery of good nature. Like Cleopatra, 
Mario Donaparte-Wyso >v«s sparkling, 
genial, magnificent, of u liappy-go-lucUy 
temper and Uohemiiui, if one looks ii|x>n 
Bohemianlsm as emancipation from cunt 
and mind crippling prejudices, Homo ^f 
which, I own, may havo their social 
uses. 


IIRH OUKSTS AT TUB "FOLLY," 


She had nlwuys in her train tho most 


eminent men of tho different capitals, in 
which she turned up periodically toshino 
out for a short tiuio in splendid belong- 
ings and surroundings. 
She also shono 


as a muse, whoso fingers were never 
soiled with ink, and who stolo from 
Venus her girdlo and cortege of graces, 
Her house, or palace, or chalet, near 


Aix, 
was iu tho daytime given up to 


authorship, editorship and proparation 
for festivity, and to elegant revelry In 
tho evening. Tho lady of tho houso when 
sho saw company (and nobody ever knew 
when sho was not seeing it) was in rai- 
ment of dazzling beauty. lint she looked 
in it and in her wondrous jewelry as 
pleased as a child in a pretty Sunday 
frock, and courted admiration in a way 
that enhanced her sorcery. 


I never saw Lady BK-ssington, nho hav- 


ing been long before my lime, But I 
fancy that there must have been points 
of similarity between her Gore house 
parties and those of 11 10 particular great 
niece oi' the great Napoleon of whom I 
speak. A more picturesque or amusing 
salon than that of Mmc. Kaltum de Unto 
nobody could fancy, She was constant 
to old friends, was always recruiting new 
ones, and was hospitable to all. Old 
Dumas usod to copy ummiHcriptH and 
help to cook her dinncru, which weio 
served on vermeil plate, with tho inipu- 
lial crown and eagle engraved on them, 
A few winters ago sho entertained four 
primo niinihturs, Huron von Boiihl, Do 
Lessens, Caslelar, niul bards from all 
parts, at a joyous dinner at Trouville. 


Tho most rosoato phase of her life wan 


at tho Hotel d'Aquila, which she after- 
ward sold to Mrs, Mackay'a sister, Sho 
was then for three or four years tho 
widow of >Sig. liattazzl, and then tho 
brldo of a quito young Spanish deputy, 
Don Luis de Rule. Tho Hotel d'Acmila 
was a "folly" of tho undo of tho ex-king 
of Naples, who mined himself in build- 
ing it, and was fitted up by Mino. Hut- 
tazs-.i according to her Cleopatrau table 
for t-logant magnificence. 
Tho ball was 


surrounded !>y marblo busts and statues 
of tho Ilonaparto family, and facing tho 
emperor was ono of herself lotting full 
nn armful of roses, 


TUB SORHOW THAT CAMK, 


Don Luia do Hute was a nephow of 


Rosas, the Spanish liberal, a man of 
many accomplishments, and tho unde- 
niable countryman of Don Quixote. 
If 


ever a man was hold in willing bondago 
by u woman, ho was by his wife, of 
whom ho was the devoted, humble ser- 
vant, never seeking to curtail her liberty 
or objecting to nny of her frionds. Tho 
glamour she cait upon him when ho first 
saw her n» u miiso at Madrid, surround- 
ed by ii court of bards and statesmen, 
never faded from his eyes., Sho valued 
his devotion to her mid to a hcantiful 
daughter whom hholuul hud by Halliu/.!, 
and bocamo deeply i>i lovo with him. 
Mine, do Ruli- presented her husband 
with twins, ono of whom died at iW 
birth. 
Tho surviving 0110 was called 


Dolores or "Lola." It seemed a ridicu- 
lous misnomer. 
All that was joyous 


and rosy in the mother's lifo appeared 
to be incarnate in the child, which was 
a paragon of mfuntilu beauty and pre- 
cocious wit and intellect. Dolores l«- 
camo the idol of tho household, and was 
us Hun&hmo wherever she went. People 
used to say what luck her mother had 
to bo BO hlobscd in her maternity. 
But 


wait a bit. The luck was to bring forth 
an eternal blight and borrow upon sor- 


row, 


Lola was playing in her mother's 


grounds nt Aix. A horso noar which uho 
ran lashed out and kicked her on the 
forehead. The child was taken in dead 
to father and mother, with her brains 
oozing out through a gash. I could not 
havo conceived llio latter broken hearted 
und utterly crushed had I not seen her. 
Since this calamity nho took no interest 
iu anything but portraits and busts of 
Lola, which she tried to paint aud model 
from 
memory. 
Tim unfortunate Do 


Rule said to me; "The least thing would 
now kill mo, Since Dolores was taken 
from mo I feel an old man, though not 
yet forty-five. Tho gashed forehead of 
tho little beauty is always present iu my 
mind. It's a misfortune to have a ten- 
der heart, because heart Bufferings aro 
so excruciating." 
I seo in tho papers 


that a small thing did curry off this dis- 
tinguished and amiable Spaniard. Ho 
caught a cold at Granada, which devel- 
oped into inflammation of tho lungs and 
killed him. He died with a cross in his 
hand in which a lock of tho child's hair 
was set, and which ho cut off when she 
was brought into him lifeless. I wonder 
which i» the moro to bo pitied— the em- 
press of Austria or poor Mine. Kattazzl 
do Rutc?— Paris Cor, London Truth.
